‘This, 
however, \s not the main puint of the defence 
seh up for the Asseguor, for, as our contem - 
porary says, “‘whilo it is only possible that 
‘the threat of the cangue would act asa 
“ deterrent in future, it is certain that to ex- 
“bibit a white man in the canguo in thé 
“siréets wold not only be repulsive to us 
“all, but would distinctly and permanently 
“lower the prestige of all foreignars in the 
“* ves of the Chinese. I 
“ an is only poor white tcash, who does not 
“ deserve to be troated any better than a vaga- 
“bond coolie ; but to the Chinese he is a white 
‘man brought down to their lowest level.” 
Tho real ground on which it, is sought to 
justify the action of the Asspssor is that his 
object in-advising the Magiatrate to pass the 
objectionable sentence waa to bring pressure 
to bear on the Swedish Consul and “ to stop 
“this shuffling off by’ some of the ‘foreign 
“Consuls of their responsibilities to their na- 
“tionals and to the community.” That it is 
desirable pressure should be brought to bear 
there can be no doubt, but it ought to be 
applied throngh the proper diplomatic 
channels; not in the manner adopted by Mr. 
Brown, who seems to have thought that it 
would be right in this casa to do evil that 
good might come. As toMr, Boor, his con- 
duct appears to admit of no defence what- 
ever, . 

The question of the control of the subjects 
of non-Treaty Powers in China attmeted 
attention at” an early date and repre: 
sentationa -were made by the. British 
Government. to several. of the European 
atates as to the importance of their conclud. 
ing treaties in order to acquired jurisdiction 
over their subjects instead of leaving them 
to ba dealt with by the Chineso Authorities. 
If the Consuls, however, are to be allowed to 
declinie jurisdiction over meu who aro not in 
Possession of legal proof of their nationality 
the position of affairs must remain unsatis. 
factory, for men of the byachcombiug class 
are not likely to carry suck proof about with 
them.

may not be forthcoming, the Consul of-the 
nation to which he appears to belong can 
have no excute for hesitating to take cogs 
nisance of the cave, All the European Powera 
are agreed as to the desirability of European 
offenilera bemg dealt with by European and 
uot by Chinese law and it. is inconceivable 
that-the Swedish Government can approve 
of Mr, Bocx’s banding over to the- Chineso 
Magistrate, on any legal quibble or for the 
sake of saving a trifling expense or inéon- 
venienoo, @ man who is apparently 2. Swedo 
by birth and who, so far as we ean‘ gather, 
does not dispute: his nationality, At the 
British Consulates in China any'one being ap- 
parently a. British subject is held to baamonn- 
ble to British jurisdiction unless he can prove 
that he has been naturalised as the subject 
or.citizen of some other Power und the re- 
presentative of that Power claims him. We 
can well imagine the howl of execration that 
would be raised against a British Consul 
who should allow a British sailor to be 
dealt with. by Chinese Authorities. because 
the unfortunate mau had_ not his certificate 
of birth’ in his ‘pocket, and the Swedish 
Consul’s conduct in the. present case will 
doubtless raise equal indignation in Sweilen. 
Tt has already done so amongst his nationals 
at Shanghai, who, it is “stated, have. Ep=
